A handful of students from San Jose State 
University and Evergreen Community College 
listened quietly to the rumble of rockets burst- 
ing in the sky during the recent Fourth of July 
celebrations. 

They were weak from several days of 
fasting. Fellow students keep company with 
them in front of the legislative offices of Con- 
gresswoman Zoe Lofgren, Chair of the House 
Subcommittee on Citizenship, Refugees, Im- 
migration and Border Security. 

“Even though immigration reform was de- 
feated, we hope the D.R.E.A.M. Act will pass,” 
explains Emmanuel A. Mendoza (20), who is 


preparing to go to Santa Clara University as a 
transfer student in civil engineering. 

Local student supporters of the DREAM 
Act will be joining others from Universities 
throughout California in a solidarity project 
that will converge at the San Francisco office 
of Nancy Pelosi, Speaker of the House of 
Representatives. 

The Development, Relief and Education 
for Alien Minors Act (also called “The DREAM 
Act”) has been introduced in several forms in 
both the U.S. Senate and the House, but has 
never been passed. It could have provided a 
path to citizenship for undocumented students 
brought here as children and would have re- 
pelled Section 505 of the Illegal Immigration 


Reform and Immigrant Responsibility Act of 
1996 that currently limits a state's ability to 
provide in-state tuition to undocumented im- 
migrant students. 

DREAM Act candidates have no social 
security number or permission to work, and are 
not eligible for tuition assistance. They cannot 
get a drivers” license and must arrange class 
schedules around complicated bus timetables, 
transfers, and walking to school. 

“It's not like I’ve committed a crime,” 
says Viridiana Reyes (19) of Evergreen Col- 
lege. “I just want the chance to contribute to my 
family and my community,” she says; adding

Bush pide paciencia a sus compatriotas con la guerra en Irak 


Washington (EFE) — El 
Presidente de Estados Unidos, 
George W. Bush, aprovechó las 
altas dosis de patriotismo que 
se respiró en el país con motivo 
del Día de la Independencia para 
pedir a sus compatriotas que 
tengan paciencia con la guerra 
en Irak 

En un discurso en la base 
aérea militar de la Guardia Na- 
cional en West Virginia, señaló 
que “todos esperamos el día” 
en el que haya menos tropas 
estadounidenses en Irak, aunque 
insistió en que ese día todavía no 
ha llegado. 

“La victoria en esta lucha 
requerirá más paciencia, más 
coraje y más sacrificio”, afirmó 
el inquilino de la Casa Blanca 
flanqueado por una gigantesca 
bandera estadounidense ante 
los más de 1,000 miembros de 
la Guardia Nacional y sus fa- 


miliares que se dieron cita para 
escucharlo. 

La persistente violencia 
en Irak, y el lento progreso del 
gobierno iraquí a la hora de 
alcanzar los objetivos políti- 
cos fijados por Washington, 
ha llevado a la Casa Blanca a 
reducir sus expectativas sobre 
una mejora sustancial de la si- 
tuación, tras el reciente aumento 
de tropas estadounidenses en el 
país árabe. 

Los demócratas, que tienen 
la mayoría en el Congreso, han 
asegurado que prevén utilizar un 
informe oficial sobre los avances 
en el país, que se espera para 
septiembre para abogar a favor 
de una retirada de las tropas, 
algo a lo que Bush se opone 
tajantemente.

“Aseguraría la victoria al 
enemigo y pondría la seguridad 
de Estados Unidos en riesgo 
y eso es algo que no vamos a 
hacer”, apuntó. 

La guerra en Irak ha costado 
la vida a cerca de 3,600 solda- 
dos estadounidenses, desde que 
Estados Unidos invadió ese país 
en 2003. 

Bush regresó tras finalizar 
el discurso a la Casa Blanca 
donde presenció los fuegos 
artificiales en Washington con 
motivo de la celebración del 4 de 
julio en compañía de familiares

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Reed implements his wide- 
ranging background into the deci- 
sions and actions he takes on behalf 
of the City of San Jose. A veteran 
of the Vietnam War, where he was 
stationed in Thailand, he went on to 
practice law specializing in employ- 
ment, environmental, land use, real 
estate and commercial litigation. 
Reed also served as a San Jose 
City Council member representing 
over 96,000 residents of the North 
San Jose areas in District 4, which 
include Alviso, and Berryessa. 

His extensive experience lead 
to the position he currently holds as 
the Mayor of the City of San Jose. 
Reed says, “Being the Mayor of San 
Jose is a great job and a wonderful 
opportunity to make changes for 
the good of the city. It's a position 
where I can make things happen and 
influence the direction of the city.” 

He achieved a victory with the 
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recent approval to move forward 
with the negotiations to build a soc- 
cer stadium in San Jose. When asked 
how he reconciles his environmental 
views with the continued develop- 
ment of San Jose he responded by 
saying, “We're going to reuse our 
land and recycle our old buildings. 
We can bring in the industry, bring 
in the workers and use the same 
amount of land if not even less land 
as we build up instead of out.” 

More industry and more work- 
ers would also bring more traffic 
conjestion and pollution but Reed 
points out, “there is 500 million 
dollars in the plan to do traffic and 
road improvements.” 

During his state of the city 
speech, Reed professed to attack 
the city’s budget deficit and only a 
few months later the city council ap- 
proved a 20% pay rate increase for 
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themselves. Reed voted against the 
increase and said, “I’m going to sign 
a form that says I refuse to accept the 
salary and this is irrevocable.” 

Mayor Chuck Reed built his 
election campaign around “Hon- 
esty, Fiscal Responsibility and 
Open Government,” this platform 
advocates a transparent govern- 
ment where everything is on the 
table and ideally nothing is going 
on underneath it. 

The actions he will take while 
in office are a direct reflection of 
the accountability he has towards 
the City of San Jose and its resi-

Estudiantes inician huelga de hambre por Dream Act

Más de veinticinco estudiantes 
iniciaron una huelga de hambre

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“The law is very unfair.” 

Because of her visa status, 
Viridiana is ineligible for finan- 
cial aid and is very worried about 
the cost of tuition.

Under California law AB 540, 
undocumented students can pay in- 
state tuition if they attended at least 
3 years of a California high school, 
graduate, and are enrolled in a col- 
lege or university. A new Texas law, 
House Bill 1430, takes an extra step 
by allowing immigrant students to 
not only access in-state tuition, but 
also in-state financial aid. 

“We are really trying to make 
a difference,” Aldo Sanchez (20) 
explains. Aldo, a native San Jose 
citizen, is fasting for friends like 
Emmanuel and Viridiana who are 
struggling to stay in school in spite 
of the many additional barriers to 
reaching their career goals. 

The passage of some type of 
DREAM Act would allow undocu- 
mented students to get Social Secu- 
rity numbers, drivers’ licenses and 
work in the regular labor force. 

As economists predict chronic 
long-term labor shortages; the 
health of the U.S. economy can ben- 
efit from the talent and contributions 
of hardworking AB540 students 
- young people who had no say in 
the decision to bring them to the 
U.S. as children.

“We students are here to con- 
tribute, to basically do our best so 
our families and those around us 
can savor the American Dream,” 
he added. 

Emmanuel recalled when in the 
Seventh Grade he wanted to take 
an intensive summer math course 
for youth at the San Jose State Uni- 
versity Engineering Department.

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Activistas temen que Arizona se 
convierta en estado más anti-inmigrante

Arizona (EFE) — Tras la 
firma de una ley estatal que sanciona 


severamente a los negocios que 
contratan a inmigrantes indocu- 
mentados, Arizona se perfila como 
el estado más anti-inmigrante en los 
EE.UU., de acuerdo con activistas. 

“Creo que este título hace 
tiempo que ya lo tenemos ganado, 
somos el estado más anti-inmigrante 
y anti-mexicanos que hay en el 
país”, dijo Kat Rodríguez, Activista 
y Miembro de la Coalición de los 
Derechos Humanos de Arizona. 

Rodríguez manifestó su “desi- 
lusión” porque la Gobernadora Janet 
Napolitano promulgó la ley estatal 
que obliga a los negocios de Arizona 
a verificar el estatus migratorio de 
sus empleados. 

De acuerdo con la medida, que 
entrará en vigor el 1 de enero de 
2008, todo negocio que con cono- 
cimiento contrate a trabajadores 
indocumentados enfrentará la sus- 
pensión de su licencia de operación 
hasta por diez días. En caso de 
reincidir la licencia será suspendida 
permanentemente. 

“Nos preocupa mucho el im- 
pacto que esta ley va a tener entre 
nuestra comunidad, la impunidad 
y la discriminación que puede ge- 
nerar”, sostuvo la activista. 

Agregó que los indocumen- 


- tados siempre han sido blando de 


explotación de patronos que les pa- 
gan poco, los hacen trabajar muchas 
horas y siempre bajo el temor de ser 
deportados si se quejan o denuncian 
el abuso en su contra. 

“Leyes como esta solamente 
fomentarán que los indocumentados 
se oculten más en las sombras y 
sean víctimas de mayores peligros”, 
advirtió Rodríguez. 

Manifestó que su organización 
ya ha documentado varios casos de 
discriminación en el trabajo no sólo 
en contra de indocumentados, sino 
también en contra de personas que 
cuentan con una residencia legal. 

Como consecuencia del au- 
mento del flujo migratorio a través

del desierto de Arizona, agencias 
del orden, dependencias guberna- 
mentales y hospitales comenzaron 
a quejarse de la falta de recur- 
sos económicos para responder a 
emergencias relacionadas con la 
inmigración ilegal. 

Una de las primeras medidas 
adoptadas en contra de los indocu- 
mentados en Arizona entró en vigor 
a principios de la década de 1990, 
cuando por primera vez se soli- 
citó prueba de residencia legal en 
EE.UU. a la hora de solicitar una 
licencia de conducir. 

Otra legislación reformó el 
sistema de educación bilingiie en 
el estado y se aprobó por primera 
vez el inglés como idioma oficial 
del estado, aunque ésta última fue 
revocada por una corte. 

El sentimiento antiinmigrante 
revivió en Arizona en noviembre de 
2004, cuando los votantes aprobaron 
en las urnas la ley estatal 200, que 
niega ciertos beneficios públicos a 
indocumentados, así como obliga a 
los empleados de estas dependencia 
a reportar ante Inmigración a las 
personas que acudan a solicitar 


ayuda. 

En noviembre pasado los vo- 
tantes nuevamente protestaron ante 
la falta de acción' del Gobierno 
federal en torno al problema de la in- 
migración ilegal y aprobaron la ley 
estatal 300, que obliga a estudiantes 
indocumentados pagar colegiatura 
como extranjeros. 

Durante esos comicios, tam- 
bién se aprobó la ley 100, que niega 
la posibilidad de salir bajo fianza a 
los indocumentados acusados de un 
delito mayor. 

Con respecto a la ley firmada 
por la Gobernadora y que afecta 
directamente a los negocios que 
contratan a indocumentados, la 
Cámara de Comercio Hispana de 
Arizona protestó enérgicamente la 
medida y aseguró que ésta pone en 
peligro la economía del estado. 

Por su parte, legisladores es- 
tatales, como el demócrata Ben 
Miranda, estudian la posibilidad 
de impugnar la legislación, pero 
aseguró que el camino “será muy 
difícil”, mientras no sé presente el 
caso de un negocio que haya sido 
afectado por la nueva ley.<> 


Washington (EFE) — Civic 
and religious activists in the United 
States and Canada say they will 
send 100 tons of humanitarian aid to 
Cuba this month as a protest against 
the U.S. embargo of the island. 
Hundreds of activists have 
begun their swing through 120 ci- 
ties in the U.S. and Canada seeking 
donations, particularly medicines 
and medical equipment, for the 18th 
“Friendshipment Caravan” orga- 
nized by the Pastors for Peace. 
Once the donations are col- 
lected, the group will lead a caravan 
of 14 buses across the border into 
Mexico, where the humanitarian 
shipment will be sent to Cuba from 
the port of Tampico between July 
17-18. 
In 2006, the group collected a 
total of 60 tons of medical equip-

ment for the island and, as al- 
ways, came up against threats and 
warnings from the U.S. Treasury 
Department’s Office of Foreign 
Asset Control, which watches to 
see that the 45-year-old embargo 
is obeyed. 

“We insist in organizing these 
caravans because we consider it a 
moral obligation towards the Cu- 
ban people, an obligation to protest 
against an unjust law,” said Lucia 
Bruno, spokesperson for Pastors 
for Peace. 

She acknowledged that, for 
an island with a population of 11 


million,. these shipments “are not | 


going to fulfill all their needs, but 
they are a symbolic contribution” 

to show the activists’ opposition to 
United States foreign policy towards 


Cuba. 
“We're not at war with Cuba, 
but nonetheless the United States 
maintains a policy we consider un- 
just and aggressive. Cuba responds 
with offers of aid, as happened 
during the Hurricane Katrina crisis 
and when they offered to train our 
students in medicine,” Bruno said. 
Federal laws ban Americans 
from traveling to Cuba, except for 
certain exceptions, and those who 
break these laws are subject to 
costly fines and possible jail time. 
Several U.S. congressional 
leaders have tried over the years 
of soften the embargo imposed by 
Washington since 1962, but each 
attempt has been blockaded by re- 
sistance from the White House and 
militant anti-Castro groups.<>

De inmediato, 
tanto Calderón como López Obra- 
dor se proclamaron Presidentes 
electos y a partir de ahí comenzó 
una auténtica rebatinga por el 
poder.

Corporate Annual rvic 
meetings are important process awaits job seekers

Generally, one of the require- 
ments for maintaining a corpo- 
ration’s existence (and the liabil- 
ity protection it affords) is that the 
shareholders and Board of Direc- 
tors must meet at least annually. 
Although most people view this 
requirement as a necessary evil, it 
doesn't have to be a waste of time. 
For example, in addition to being a 
first step in making sure the corpora- 
tion is respected as a separate legal 
entity, an annual meeting can be 
used as an important tool to support 
your company’s tax positions. 

Besides the election of officers 
and directors, other actions that 
should be considered at the annual 
meeting include the directors ap- 
proving the accrual of any bonuses 
and retirement plan contributions, 
and ratifying key actions taken by 
corporate officers during the year. It 
is common for the IRS to attack the 
compensation level of closely held 
C Corporation shareholder/officers 
as unreasonably high and, thereby, 
avoiding taxation at the corporate 
level. A well-drafted set of minutes 
outlining the officers’ responsibili- 
ties, skills, and experience levels can 
significantly reduce the risk of an 
IRS challenge. If the shareholder/ 
employees are underpaid in the 


start-up years because of a lack of 


funds, it is also important to docu- 
ment this situation in the minutes 
for future reference when higher 
payments are made.

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The directors should also spe- 
cifically approve all loans to share- 
holders. Any time a corporation 
loans funds to a shareholder, there 
is a risk that the IRS will attempt 
to Characterize all or part of the 
distribution as a taxable dividend. 
The primary documentation that a 
distribution is intended to be a loan 
rather than a dividend should be in 
the written loan documents, and 
both parties should follow through 
in observing the terms of the loan. 

However, it is also helpful if 
the corporate minutes document 
the need for the borrowing (how the 
funds will be used), the corporate 
officers’ authorization of the loan, 
and a summary of the loan terms

If the corporation is accumulat- 
ing a significant amount of earnings, 
the minutes of the meeting should 
generally spell out the reasons for 
the accumulation to help prevent an 
IRS attempt to assess the accumu- 
lated earnings tax. 

These are just a few examples 
of why well-documented annual 
meetings can be an important part 
of a corporation's tax records. As 
the time for your annual meeting 
draws near, please call the office if 
you have questions or concerns.

before, job seekers are fighting 
an uphill battle to get themselves 
noticed, a battle that seemingly 
grows more demanding with each 
passing day. 

Such a reality only heightens 
the importance of making a strong 
first impression, one that will 
make you stick out in the inter- 
viewer's mind, hopefully earning 
you a second interview along the 
way.

While 
in the past interviews were more 
predictable with respect to ques- 
tions asked, the wide and largely 
qualified applicant pool many 
job openings create has forced 
recruiters to ask less predictable 
questions to help them choose be- 
tween otherwise equally qualified 
candidates. Therefore, preparing 
for such questions can be a great 
way to set yourself apart. 

In addition to the more tra- 
ditional inquiries, topics such 
as conflict resolution, problem 
solving and how well you work 
with others are now subjects many 
recruiters prefer to broach. 

If offered a glass of water, 
take it. You’ll want to speak 
as Clearly as possible anyway. 
When responding to questions, 
be mindful of how long you've 
been speaking. While you’ll

¿Puede una cantante sola, 
acompañada por una orquesta, 
sostener la completa atención de la 
audiencia por más de dos horas? La 
respuesta es afirmativa si la cantante 
es Tina Fabrique, sus músicos son el 
pianista George Caldwell, el tambo- 
rero Rodney Harper, el violonche- 
lista Clifton Kellem y el trompetero 
Brian Sledge y la producción es 
“Ella” que se pronuncia Ela. 

Concebido y dirigido por Rob 
Ruggiero, con libro de Dyke Ga- 
rrison y dirección musical y arreglos 
de Danny Holgate, “Ella”, un tributo 
musical a Ella Fitzgerald, debutó
